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Mum tells inquest son 
climbed chimney at 
hospital after diagnosis

A mental health patient at 
Epsom Hospital fell to his death 
after climbing a chimney while 
his horrified mother and twin 
sister were visiting, an inquest 
heard on Monday. 

Adam Withers, 20, from Or¬ 
chard Gardens, Epsom, climbed 
on to a conservatory roof and up 
a ladder attached to the chimney 
on May 9, 2014, after being diag¬ 
nosed with acute and transient 
psychosis. 

His mother, Michelle Withers, 
was visiting at the time, and told 
Woking Coroner’s Court she 
pleaded with him to climb down. 

Mr Withers had climbed a wall 
within the hospital just over two 
weeks prior to his death, which 
was officially caused by “severe 
skull fractures”. 

He had become agitated after 
Mrs Withers arrived late for 
their scheduled Friday evening 
visit, and used a flower pot to 
climb on to a conservatory roof 
in the courtyard of the hospital’s 
Elgar ward. 

She said: “We were in the 
courtyard and I apologised for 
being late - I asked him to sit 
down and have a cigarette. 

“He just kept backing away, 


saying ‘No, no, no’. 

“He was just looking at me like 
I’m not there.” 

The jury then heard Mr With¬ 
ers climbed up on to a conserva¬ 
tory roof, walked across it and 
climbed up a ladder attached to a 
tall chimney. 

He climbed approximately 
halfway up, while Mrs Withers 
pleaded with him to come down, 
before alerting staff. 

She said: “I saw he was walking 
over to his left, and I remember 
the ladder on the side was glint¬ 
ing in the sun. 

“I saw it and I thought, ‘Oh my 
God, no’. 

“There were no members of 
staff around, no one at all apart 
from two other patients. 

“I was really, really upset and 
agitated and distressed. 

“I just shouted ‘What’s every¬ 
body doing? My son’s on the 
roof’.” 

The court heard he then let go 
of the ladder with one hand, at 
which point Mrs Withers noticed 
alarms were going off. 

She said: “He was hanging like 
a monkey. 

“It was like he was euphoric.” 

It was when he was almost 
three-quarters of the way up 
when Mrs Withers then turned 
her back, explaining she did not 
want to see her son fall. 

Mr Withers’ twin sister Carla,

21, had arrived and Mrs Withers 
said they knew he had fallen 
when they heard a gasps and 
screams from onlookers. 

Later the court heard from Dr 
Asif Shafiq that Mr Withers 
suffered delusions and psychotic 
episodes. 

He said he once claimed to be 
Jesus Christ, and he was encour¬ 
aged to escape the hospital 
over the radio by his imaginary 
girlfriend. 

Mrs Withers described Mr 
Withers as a “lovely, normal, 
popular teenager” before his ill¬ 
ness, was diagnosed in April 
2014. 

She said: “He was intelligent, a 
little bit vain and he loved to 
wind up his twin sister. 

“He was popular at school and 
he was a clever kid - he didn’t 
study much but still got good 
grades.” 

The inquest is due to last for 
two weeks.

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Bowie fan looks back on 
life-changing experience

Thousands of music fans all 
over the world have been 
sharing their memories of 
David Bowie gigs this week, 
including one in Epsom in 
1972. 

An outpouring of grief has 
been shown all over the world 
after the musician’s death on 
Sunday following an 18- 
month battle with cancer. 

Anne-Marie Kerrigan 
shared memories of her first 
gig - David Bowie at 
Ebbisham Hall in Epsom on 
May 27,1972. 

He played the hall, which 
was demolished in the 1980s 


to make way for the Ashley 
Centre, as part of his Ziggy 
Stardust tour. 

Mrs Kerrigan, now 52, grew 
up in Epsom, and now lives in 
New Quay in west Wales. 

She saw Bowie for the first 
time aged just nine - it would 
prove to be the first of many 
that she saw him live - and 
described it as a life-changing 
experience. 

She said: “I’m the youngest 
in my family and my cousins 
- who were all about 15 years 
older than me - dragged me to 
gigs and festivals. 

“The visuals were amazing. 
I had never seen anything 
like it. 

“The music was just won¬ 
derful and I have been a 
Bowie fan ever since. 


“There is no comparison, 
but he was the first and prob¬ 
ably the most influential gig 
of my life.” 

Fans, entertainers and 
politicians worldwide paid 
tribute to a colourful and con¬ 
troversial rock star this week. 

Bowie courted controversy 
in 1976 as his Thin White 
Duke persona by making 
statements that expressed 
support for fascism and per¬ 
ceived admiration for Adolf 
Hitler in interviews with 
Playboy, NME and a Swedish 
publication. 

He initially claimed they 
were made “at least partially, 
tongue-in-cheek”, before re¬ 
tracting them a year later, 
blaming his comments on 
mental instability caused by 


drug problems. 

But for others, his flamboy¬ 
ant stage personas were in¬ 
spirational and his attitude 
toward sexuality broke 
taboos. 

Mrs Kerrigan paid tribute 
to a bisexual man who wore 
make-up and dresses for chal¬ 
lenging her social conscious¬ 
ness at the tender age of nine. 

She said: “He just brought 
people’s issues to light and 
he’s still relevant after all 
these years. 

“He showed people that are 
‘different’ are not really so 
different - they’re just trying 
to live their lives. 

“He was an interesting 
bloke. He was very forward- 
thinking. 

“Thank God for Bowie.”

Petition calls for step-free station access 


A campaign to provide fami¬ 
lies, the elderly and disabled 
people with step-free access 
to Stoneleigh train station 
has been launched by a resi¬ 
dents’ association after con¬ 
cerns were raised by station 
users. 

The Stoneleigh and Auriol 
Residents’ Association, led 
by borough Councillor Han¬ 
nah Dalton, are preparing a 
bid to South West Trains for 
the station renovations, 


which would cost about £2m. 

A petition has attracted 
up to 700 signatures - two- 
thirds of which are paper 
signatures - since it was 
launched in November from 
those who want to make the 
project - described as “my 
personal crusade” by Coun 
Dalton - a reality. 

Campaigners are calling 
for renovation work, which 
would start in 2019 at the 
earliest, to have a lift in¬ 


stalled underneath the 
central section of the plat¬ 
form, as well as extensive 
modification of the current 
layout. 

A South West Trains 
spokesman said: “Most of 
the rail network was built 
many generations ago when 
the needs of passengers with 
reduced mobility were 
regrettably not taken into 
account. 

“However, we are working 


hard to put that right and 
more than two thirds of our 
passengers now travel via 
fully accessible stations.” 

Coun Dalton said: “I know 
it’s a lot of money, but to 
date there has been public 
money identified for exactly 
this type of project. 

“We’ve got to demonstrate 
there’s a genuine need and 
desire from the people for 
this, which I believe there 
is.” 


Sex attacker fled when 
passerby approached 


An Ashtead woman was sex¬ 
ually assaulted while walk¬ 
ing home in the early hours 
of New Year’s Day. 

The woman, who is in her 
20s, was walking home along 
Woodfield Lane, Ashtead, at 
about 2am on Friday, 
January 1, when she was 
assaulted. 

She noticed a man walking 
towards her, and when they 
walked past one another, he 
allegedly grabbed her by the 
shoulders and forced her to 
the ground before sexually 
assaulting her. 

Her attacker fled up a bank 
and over some railings after 
being disturbed by a member 
of the public. 

The suspect is described as 
white, about 40 years old, 
about 5ft 9ins, of stocky build 
with a chubby face, short 


wavy hair and a short, messy 
beard. 

He was wearing dark cloth¬ 
ing with a black zip-up water¬ 
proof jacket, dark-coloured 
trousers and tan-coloured 
work boots. 

Surrey Police are appealing 
for witnesses. 

Detective Sergeant Dave 
Thomas said: “This was an 
extremely unpleasant attack 
on a woman who was simply 
walking home after celebrat¬ 
ing New Year’s Eve and could 
have been a lot more serious 
had the suspect not been dis¬ 
turbed by another man who 
happened to walk past.”

Bouncer on trial over death 


A man from Tadworth is one 
of three bouncers accused of 
killing a clubgoer after they 
pinned him down in an 
“extremely dangerous” 
restraint when he tried to get 
into a London nightclub, a 
court heard. 

Adam Hird, 30, passed out 
as the doormen held him 
down for about six minutes 
outside No 65 club in Vaux- 
hall, south London, in the 
early hours of June 15,2014. 

Mr Hird, who was suffering 
with depression, was taken to 
hospital, where he later died. 

He had been asphyxiated, 
jurors at the Old Bailey were 
told. 

Mark Pantallaresco, 51, 
from Tadworth, is accused of 
manslaughter by gross negli¬ 
gence, along with Lewis 
Thorne, 22, from Essex, and 
Lewisham man Sebastiano 
Ragusa, 31, from Lewisham. 

They deny the charges 
against them. 

Prosecutor Duncan Atkin¬ 
son QC told jurors that the 
men had used “excessive 
force” when they held down 
Mr Hird, which was contrary 
to good practice and training. 

Mr Hird had battled with 
depression for some time and 
on the night he died he had 
been at a social event for fel¬ 
low sufferers at the nearby 
Riverside restaurant. 

He had taken alcohol but 
was described as “exuber¬ 
ant” rather than drunk be¬ 
fore he arrived at the club. 

He had already been turned 
away from No 65 once, but re¬ 
turned after being also 
refused entry to the Club 
Union. 

Mr Atkinson said there was 
a row and the victim became 
verbally abusive and may 
have hit one of the defen¬ 
dants, Ragusa. 

He said: “He seems to 
have appeared angry and 


aggressive - the very type of 
person that door supervisors 
like the defendants would be 
expected to deal with, and 
who they were trained to deal 
with using the minimum 
level of force, if any at all 
was required, and trained to 
deal with without posing any 
risk to his health and 
well-being. 

“In fact, after another mem¬ 
ber of the door security 
team, David Farycki, had 
taken Hird to the ground, the 
defendants sought to restrain 
him there, pinning Hird 
to the floor for around six 
minutes. 

“Ragusa held his legs 
whilst Thorne and Pan¬ 
tallaresco held Hird’s body 
and head respectively. 

“A number of those who 
witnessed what was going on 
saw that Hird had stopped 
struggling and told Thorne, 
Pantallaresco and Ragusa 
this. 

“They eventually realised 
that Hird was unconscious 
and released him.” 

An examination of his body 
found that “excessive and 
inappropriate pressure was 
applied to his neck and or his 
chest which, in combination 
with the rigidity and dura¬ 
tion of the restraint, would 
have seriously restricted 
Hird’s ability to breathe”, Mr 
Atkinson said. 

The way Pantallaresco and 
Thorne restrained Mr Hird 
involved the use of “exces¬ 
sive force” contrary to good 
practice, he said. 

Ragusa, who held his feet, 
was also negligent in allow¬ 
ing the restraint to go on, 
jurors were told. 

Instead of calling emergen¬ 
cy services once Mr Hird had 
fallen unconscious, he threw 
water in his face, the court 
heard. 

The trial continues. 
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Junior doctors take action

Junior doctors across south¬ 
west London and north-east 
Surrey protested in the 
freezing cold against new 
contracts they fear would en¬ 
danger patients in the first 
doctors’ strike in 40 years on 
Tuesday. 

Negotiations between the 
British Medical Association 
(BMA) and NHS were unable 
to prevent doctors walking 
out of hospitals nationwide 
including Epsom Hospital, St 
Helier Hospital, St George’s 


Hospital, the Royal Marsden, 
West Middlesex University 
Hospital, Croydon Hospital, 
and Kingston Hospital 
from 8am on Tuesday, until 
8am on Wednesday. 

Frustrated junior doctors 
and health campaigners pick¬ 
eted outside hospitals while 
consultants, non-training 
doctors and junior doctors al¬ 
ready scheduled as on-call 
provided emergency care 
until 8am on Wednesday. 

Passing motorists honked 
in support of about 30 
striking doctors picket- , 
ing outside as numb fin- 
gers struggled to grasp 
their placards in the 
biting cold, but a huge 


supply of tea and biscuits saw 
morale undimmed. 

They were led by the guitar- 
wielding Davey Thaxter, the 
trust’s junior doctor BMA 
representative and Andrew 
Peetamsingh, a junior anaes¬ 
thetist, in chants of “Save our 
NHS”. 

Dr Thaxter worries con¬ 
tract negotiations are being 
rushed with junior doctors 
being forced to become cons¬ 
ultants “as soon as possible”. 

He said: “Doctors and nurs¬ 
es already work extra 
hours and go the extra 
■ • mile for their patients, 
f “It is stretched as it is. 

. “It is said doctors 
should not be going on

strike for the safety of their 
patients. 

“But it is not a decision we 
took lightly and that shows 
how strongly people feel.” 

Epsom and St Helier Uni¬ 
versity Hospitals NHS Trust 
said in a statement: “Follow¬ 
ing the junior doctors’ ballot 
on industrial action, we want¬ 
ed to assure people that we 
are working hard to make 
sure any disruption to 
services is kept to a mini¬ 
mum, wherever possible. 

“We are, as you would ex¬ 
pect, taking the appropriate 
measures to ensure that 
services and the quality of 
patient care we provide are 
not comprised.” 

They encouraged patients 
to check the website for 
more information about 
appointments. The BMA and 
NHS were due to begin nego¬ 
tiations this week ahead of 
further planned industrial 
action later this month. 

Junior doctor strikes are 
also planned which will see 
emergency care only provid¬ 
ed between 8am on Tuesday, 
January 26, and at 8am on 
Thursday, January 28, before 
a full walk-out between 8am 
and 5pm on Wednesday, 
February 10.

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Seven people have been arrested on sus¬ 
picion of murdering aspiring film-maker 
Dominic Bernard, pictured, from Epsom, 
according to the BBC.

DNA tests are ongoing. 

Media reports in Guyana 
claimed a hammer - thought 
to be one of the murder 
weapons - was recovered. 

Guyana’s police 
chief has told the 
BBC that he was 
applying to 
the courts for 
more time 
to hold the 
suspects 
pending 
further 
tests on the 
body. 

The BBC’s 


reporter in Guyana, Colin Smith, said he 
had also been told two of the suspects had 
made detailed confessions.

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Family’s Xmas hoverboard horror

“It sounded like fireworks 
and bombs. Batteries were 
exploding, going off like 
rockets.” 

That is the description of an 
exploding Swegway by a hor¬ 
rified Epsom mother who has 
spoken about the dangers of 
hoverboards after her son 
was left disappointed days 
before Christmas. 

Lewi Grice, 12, of Parkview 
Way, Epsom, received a 
hoverboard - or Swegway - as 
a joint birthday and Christ¬ 
mas present a few days before 
Christmas, which his mother 
Jo-Anne Grice, 44, bought 
from Chinese retailer 
Cozyswan via the Amazon 
website. 

As he was riding it at his 
grandmother’s house on 
Saturday, December 19, the 
swegway exploded, sending 
batteries flying at Lewi and 
his sister Ella, 10. 

Mrs Grice complained to 
the retailer, as well as to 
Amazon, and received an 
apology, a full refund and £50 
in compensation. 

Shortly after a complaint by 
the family, the company re¬ 
sponded to say it had never 
had this problem with the 
product before. 

Mrs Grice described the mo¬ 
ment Lewi’s hoverboard ex¬ 
ploded. She said: “The noise 


and smoke was terrifying. 

“They went out in the 
garden and it just stopped, 
and smoke billowed up into 
his face. 

“He jumped off it and it set 
his sister’s shoes on fire. 

“It sounded like fireworks 
and bombs.” 

Mrs Grice said the ordeal 
did not entirely ruin Lewi’s 


Christmas, although he was 
disappointed. 

She said: “His sister is just 
terrified of them. She keeps 
saying her brother saved her 
life.” 

Mrs Grice is still concerned 
about the danger she feels 
hoverboards pose. 

She said: “I have seen 
reports of them exploding on 


the news, but I just didn’t 
think it would happen to us. 

"My main fear is to stop this 
happening to others. I’m 
lucky that Lewi knew what to 
do, but other kids might not.” 

Online retailer Cozyswan 
apologised to Mrs Grice via 
email. 

Its email said: “We are sorry 
for the inconvenience brought 


to you. 

“We have never met this 
situation before. Also we will 
contact our supplier about 
this problem.

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Paedophile snared by 
hackers’ online sting

An Epsom man has been arrest¬ 
ed on suspicion of trying to 
groom a schoolgirl for sex after 
a sting operation by hacktivists 
linked to whistle-blower group 
Anonymous. 

A Mirror Online investigation 
unearthed details of a splinter 
cell associated with the masked 
hackers who posed as a teenage 
girl to lure perverts using online 
forums to contact and meet 
under-age girls. 

Last month the hackers snared 
a man using the online nick¬ 
name “42 m UK” through a 
series of lewd exchanges, before 
arranging to meet in public 
toilets at Epsom station at 
10.40am on Tuesday, December 
8 . 

The man is alleged to have 
used a chatroom to meet a 13- 
year-old girl and arrange for her 
to “bunk off school” so they 
could have sex. 

“42 m UK” then appears to 
have begged the fictional teen to 
bring a friend along for a three¬ 
some and made various sexual 
requests that are too shocking to 
publish. 

The group tipped off Surrey 
Police, who waited for the man 
in Station Approach. 

A 42-year-old man was subse¬ 
quently arrested and bailed 
until Monday, January 18, 
pending further enquiries. 

The three-strong hacking 
group was moved to act because 
they fear online chatrooms 



make it “easy” for predators to 
meet under age girls. 

The hackers said: “We never 
see police doing much work on 
these chatrooms. 

“The internet is an unsafe 
place and we want to make sure 
that it is as safe as possible by 
getting rid of those on it that 
cause issues for others.” 

The Anonymous cell pub¬ 
lished the names, photographs 
and contact details of more than 
two dozen men allegedly caught 
trawling online chatrooms 
for under-age girls before 
prompting the Epsom arrest. 

The vigilantes also claim to 
have warned girls that other 
men were planning to meet. 


One hacker said: “We found 
one man was planning on meet¬ 
ing with a girl, so we told the girl 
not to meet up and explained to 
her why it is unsafe. 

“As far as we’re aware she did 
not go through with it and we 
later added this pervert to our 
list.” 

A spokesman for Surrey 
Police said: “Surrey Police can 
confirm that a 42-year-old man 
was arrested near Epsom train 
station in Station Approach, 
Epsom, on 8 December. 

“The man, who is from Epsom, 
has been interviewed and re¬ 
leased on bail, pending further 
enquiries, to return on January 
18.”

Pool staff ‘failed my girl’

An Epsom mother has 
slammed her local leisure 
centre’s lack of empathy 
after her autistic daughter 
was pressured into swim¬ 
ming a length and lifeguards 
failed to help her struggling 
three-year-old daughter. 

Mum-of-three Zoe Davis, 
41, of Chessington Road, 
said she will never return to 
the Rainbow Leisure Centre 
after her ordeal on Sunday, 
January 3. 

Mrs Davis is the full-time 
carer for her daughter Grace, 
10, who lives with pathologi¬ 
cal demand avoidance - a 
form of autism characterised 
by resistance to ordinary 
demands of life and exces¬ 
sive mood swings. 

Grace has been out of 
mainstream school for a 


year-and- a-half due to her 
condition. 

The Davis family’s visit to 
the leisure centre in East 
Street, Epsom was cut short 
when Grace suffered a “melt¬ 
down” when asked to prove 
her swimming ability by 
completing a length under a 
lifeguard’s supervision. 

A spokesman for the 
leisure centre said lifeguards 
were only following appro¬ 
priate measures to ensure 
swimmers’ safety. 

Mrs Davis said: “To expect 
a child with this kind of dis¬ 
ability to swim a length in 
front of someone she has 
never met is not an easy task. 

“It’s about making reason¬ 
able adjustments for people 
with disabilities, and they 
didn’t do that.” 

Later, their youngest 
daughter Mimi, three, 
escaped her father’s grasp 
and ran into the pool. 

Mrs Davis claims the two

Paul Dodd, the general

“Having spoken to the 
parents about their con¬ 
cerns, we’ve assured them 
appropriate measures are in 
place and we look forward to 
welcoming them back to the 
pool in the future.”

More than 17,000 people would 
perish if North Korea dropped a 
hydrogen bomb in the centre of 
Epsom, a computer programme 
has revealed. 

North Korean officials this 
week claimed the state had 
conducted an underground 
hydrogen bomb test. 

Nukemap, a computer pro¬ 
gramme which predicts the fall¬ 
out from such an attack, 
projected 17,730 fatalities, 35,970 
injuries if the bomb had a 


ten-kiloton yield, as it claimed in 
2013. 

The blast’s 150-metre radius 
would see the town centre deci¬ 
mated, yet it looks as if the 
famous Epsom Downs race¬ 
course would survive, as would 
Ashtead, Banstead and Leather- 
head. 

In the image - which can be 
viewed online - the colours have 
the following meaning: 

□ Green: Without medical treat¬ 
ment, there can be expected be¬ 
tween 50 per cent and 90 per cent 
mortality from acute effects 
alone. 

Dying takes between several 
hours and several weeks. 


□ Grey: Most residential build¬ 
ings collapse, injuries are univer¬ 
sal, fatalities are widespread. 

Optimal height of burst to max¬ 
imise this effect is 0.67 kilome¬ 
tres. 

□ Orange: Third degree burns 
extend throughout the layers of 
skin, and are often painless be¬ 
cause they destroy the pain 
nerves. 

They can cause severe scarring 
or disablement, and can require 
amputation. 100 per cent proba¬ 
bility for third degree burns at 
this yield is 8.4 cal/cm2.

Six dwellings gone and only 
nine flats above Aldi’s in times of 
housing shortages? 

All our concerns were either 
dismissed, misconstrued or 


totally ignored. Regarding the 
slip road along by the Co-op we 
were told observation of traffic 
was monitored on a Sunday. 

What about during the busy 
week? 

People just drop their vehicles 
anywhere, on the corner of the 
slip road making traffic turning 
into the slip road very difficult 
and sometimes almost impossi¬ 
ble.

Don't get caught out by rises in Stamp Duty 



The Christmas decorations have been 
packed away and it's at this time of 
year that many people make plans 
for the future and if that involves a 
house move or investment in a second 
property, now is an ideal time to act.

How EU Migration has changed the Epsom Property Market 


The argument of migration and what it does, or 
doesn’t do, for the country’s economic wellbeing 
is something that has been hotly contested over 
the last few years. In my article today, I want to talk 
about what it has done for the Epsom Property 
market. 

Before we look at Epsom though, let us look at 
some interesting figures for the country as a whole. 
Between 2001 and 2011,971,144 EU citizens came 
to the UK to live and of those, 171,164 of them 
(17.68%) have bought their own home. It might 
surprise people that only 5.07% of EU migrants 
managed to secure a council house. However, 
676,091 (69.62%) of them went into the private 
rental sector. This increase in population from the 
EU has, no doubt, added great stress to the UK 
housing market. 

Looking at the figures, the housing market as a 
whole is undoubtedly affected by migration but 
it has been the private rented housing sector, 
especially in those areas where migrants come 
together, that is affected the most. Indeed, I have 
seen that many EU migrants often compete for 
such housing not with UK tenants but with other EU 
migrants. In 2001, 3.68 million rented a property 


from a landlord in the UK. Ten years later in 2011, 
whilst EU migration added an additional 676,091 
people renting a property from a landlord, there 
were actually an additional 4.14 million people who 
became tenants and were not EU migrants, but 
predominately British! 

As a landlord, it is really important to gauge 
the potential demand for your rental property, 
especially if you are a landlord who buys property 
in areas popular with the Eastern European EU 
migrants. To gauge the level of EU migration (and 
thus demand), one of the best ways to calculate 
the growth of migrants is to calculate the number of 
people who ask for a National Insurance number 
(which EU members are able to obtain). 

In Epsom and Ewell migration has risen over the 
last few years. For example, in 2005 there were 545 
migrant national Insurance cards (NIC) issued and 
the year after in 2006, 535 NIC cards were issued. 
In 2014, this had increased to 674 NIC’s. However, 
if the pattern of other migrations since WW2 
continues, over time there will be an increasing 
demand for owner occupied property, which may 
affect the market in certain areas of high migrant 
concentration. On the other hand, over time some 


households move into the larger housing market, 
reducing concentrations and pressures. 

In essence, migration has affected the Epsom 
property market; it couldn’t fail to because of the 
additional 5,374 working age migrants that have 
moved into the Epsom and Ewell area since 2005. 
However, it has not been the main influence on the 
market. Property values in Epsom today are 45.37% 
higher than they were in 2005. According to the 
Office of National Statistics, rents for tenants in the 
South East have only grown on average by 0.95% 
a year since 2005 .... I would say if it wasn’t for 
the migrants, we would be in a far worse position 
when it came to the Epsom property market. 
This was backed up by the then Home Secretary 
Theresa May back in 2012 - more than a third of 
all new housing demand in Britain is caused by 
inward migration and there is evidence that without 
the demand caused by such immigration, house 
prices would be 10% lower over a 20 year period.

A whopping £3,411 was raised 
last year by Girlguiding

needed. 

“We are very grateful to the 
Ashley Centre for their sup¬ 
port and giving us so many 
opportunities to fundraise 
there. And we would also like 
to thank Marks and Spencer 


for letting us bag pack in the 
store.” 

The total was topped off 
with the final event of the 
year, which saw the 1st Ewell 
Brownies sing Christmas car¬ 
ols at the Ewell Yule on Fri¬ 
day, December 4.

Looks and image: On the outside, 
there's unique alloy wheels, a gloss 
finish to the grille and pillars and 
some extra chrome detailing, plus 
those unmissable badges. The Mon¬ 
deo Vignale is also available in just 
four colours; black, silver, white and 
'Nocciola' - brown to you and me. 

It's a handsome machine, arguably 
more so in estate form, and while 
the Vignale extras do make it feel a 
little more posh, there's no denying 
it's still clearly a Mondeo. It's very 
early days for this sub-brand, and 
only time will tell if buyers respond 
to its perceived elevation over the 
standard car. 


Space and practicality: It gets bet¬ 
ter on the inside, however. As the Vi¬ 
gnale sits above the Titanium X in 
the Mondeo range, it is positively 
groaning with kit. There's a big Sony 
audio system with nav and Ford's 
SYNC2 system, active noise can¬ 
celling (more of which later), ambi¬ 
ent lighting and you can even have 
ventilated massage seats. 

There's also leather - tons of the 
stuff. The seats have their own pat¬ 


tern (designed to echo that of the 
front grille) plus it's on the dashtop, 
the doors and even on the centre 
armrest. It's here you begin to feel 
that you're getting something for 
the additional outlay, although obvi¬ 
ously it is just as practical as a regu¬ 
lar Mondeo. 

Behind the wheel: As you'd expect, 
the Vignale is standard Mondeo un¬ 
derneath, but that's no bad thing. 
What has changed is that the sus¬ 


pension has been tweaked to 
deliver a smoother ride, while 
there's acoustic side glass as 
standard and the noise cancelling 
system to keep the cabin hushed. 

With the most-popular 2.0 TDCI 
unit and the Powershift transmis¬ 
sion taking care of gearshifts, pilot¬ 
ing the Mondeo Vignale is a 
genuinely relaxing experience. The 
ride may be smoother but it still has 
the Ford sharpness of response 


you'd expect, while the reduction in 
noise levels is a welcome improve¬ 
ment. Most of the German competi¬ 
tion go for a sporty feel, whereas 
the Mondeo Vignale is comfort-ori¬ 
ented, which potentially gives it an 
advantage on the UK's poor roads. 
Value for money: Take a look at the 
spec sheet and the final price makes 
sense. The options list is very small 
indeed, while the standard spec 


runs to that sophisticated 
Sony system including sat nav, a 
rear view camera, ambient lighting 
and a fully-electric driver's seat. A 
complete leather interior and the 
special alloy wheels come with it 
too. It's worth noting, however, that 
the key German rivals are very close 
on price, although, if you equalise 
the specification, a big price gap 
opens up.
